I recognized the center vignette on the 50 cent note as being identical to 
that on a St Louis book store "advertising bill" which I own. They were 
obviously taking advantage of being neighbors to "The Bank of The State of 
Missouri". This bill is not dated but judging by the early train it might 
have been printed in the late 1830's. Of course, it could have been printed 
for use as late as the 1870's. Some of the printing doesn't show on the zerox 
copy. Here is what is readable.

After talking with you the other day I had an idea. 


If your chief reason for being reluctant to buy my Missouri 
collection is time, I can help you. If you will agree to 
purchase my entire collection, I will spend a week or so 
in St. Louis integrating your collection and mine, weeding 
out inferior duplicates, and disposing of them or arranging 
to dispose of them on your behalf. I will spend whatever 
time it takes in St. Louis sorting the items, free of 
charge, and I will dispose or arrange to dispose of the 
duplicates at no commission, though deducting any reasonable 
expenses for postage, printing, etc. necessary for their 
sale. If there are enough duplicates, I had in mind 
doing a mail bid sale -- The Eric Newman Duplicates -- 
either myself or thru one of the major auction houses, 

If you don't want your name used, that is agreeable also. 
Either way, it would save you a lot of time and effort 

and cost you nothing. 

My intention is to dispose of all my Missouri collections 
and the related research material, which consists of two 
file cabinets and thousands of pages of notes. It represents 
10 years of wrk that I do not have the time, energy or 
money to continue. I want it to go to someone who will 
preserve and make use of it. All of this material forms a 
part of Missouri's numismatic heritage. Its preservation 
and study are important, 

The collection contains approximately 6,000 
pieces covering 150 years of Missouri's numismatic history, 
and the total price for the collectáon ($60,000) is less 
than some single coins in your collection.

Briefly, the collection of Missouri items consists of: 


200 different Missouri national bank notes, mostly large 


size, plus some related material (reports to comptroller, 
financial statements, etc.). The collection includes 
notes from about 130 of the 265 banks of issue in the 
state, making it the 2nd or 3rd largest collection of 
Missouri nationals (Bill Higgins in Iowa is said to 

have the largest). Of the remaining banks, many have 
no known notes in existence. Some of the notes in my 
collection are unique. ($30,000) 


About 200 pieces (all different) of Missouri obsolete 
notes, scrip and related items, plus over 30 
Missouri stamps (mostly revenue stamps) and a. 
number of bond coupons from state bonds which are 
not known to exist today (Pacific RR; SW branch 
Pacific RR; Hannibal & St. Joseph RR; etc. All 


these are from 1860's and 1870's and came from ($10, 000) 
the state archives -- which info please keep quiet). 
Missouri tokens and medals -- over 2,000 different, perhaps 


3,000 by now, the 2nd or 3rd largest collection. 
(Littlefield thaims to have 6,000 different; Mike 
Pfefferkorn has about 2,000). These tokens date 
from the 1850's to the 1970's, though most are 
from 1880 to 1930. ($10,000) 


Missouri checks, drafts, etc. about 3,000 pieces. 
Undoubtedly the largest collection (though Ron 
Horstmann has a better St. Louis collection). 
These range from 1820 onward, and include many 
beautiful examples of the engravers art. Some 
are from national banks for which no notes are 
known to exist. Some are on banks which issued 
obsolete notes or scrip. ($8,500) 


Postcards showing Missouri banks -- 1905 to 1955 
About 200 different. Most are of national banks 
state banks and private banks, but a few are 
of buildings which formerly held banks which 
issued obsolete notes or scrip. Undoubtedly the 
largest such collection. ($1,000) 


Stocks & bonds from Missouri banks, railroads, and 
other companies. About 200 different; again, 
undoubtedly the largest such collection. Includes 
the $100 and $500 Missouri confederate bonds, 

most of Missouri's railroads, and several banks 

(which are the rarest). I forgot to mention 

this in my previous correspondence, but its easily 
worth (40s onward) ($1, 000) 


A bout 6,0 OC pieces total $ 60,500 


I want a round $60,000 for the whole collection, 
and that includes all my notes and records and some other 
reference material (directories, etc.). I will retain 
the historical books which I am sure you have, but will 
send you the rest, I will also deliver it personally 

to your house or bank. If you'd like to make payments, 
that can also be arranged with $15,000 down, no interest 


if paid within 6 months. 


You see, the truth is that I am in debt to various 
people and institutions for $15,000 more or less, not 
including the house I'm living in, on which I still owe 
$322,000. My income is so low now that I have no real way 
to repay these debts; in fact, for the past 6 or 8 months 
we've had to borrow more money each month just to pay our 
bills. We've been to every bank in town, and can't borrow 
any more money (no one will loan using coins or stamps as 
security). If someone forces us into bankruptcy, they will 
seize my collection and put it up for public sale, where 
in the first place it will be broken up, and in the second 
place, will -only bring a fraction of its value. 

Secondly, if I can get my debts paid off and have 
some money left over, I plan to move, either to St. Iouis 
or to Colorado Springs (temporarily) where I want to do 
some work with the Coole library. A third possibility is 
los Angeles, where I've been offered a job that, though it 
doesn't pay much, will be interesting. But as it is, I 
can't even afford to move. 


Another possibility just occurred to me. If I were to 
discontinue my coin business (thru my magazine) I could 
probably obtain a non-profit status, but of course, I wouldn't 
have an: income. If you were to loan me $150,000 at 1% 
Simple annual interest, I could live on what was left of 
the interest, you would get a tax break (on the loan and the 
interest), and I could afford to donate my collection to 
your museum over a period of time (say, 5 to 10 years). 


At the end of the specified period, the $150,000 would be 
returned to you (perhaps we could set up an account where 
you have control of the principle), the collection would 
cost you nothing, and you'd get a tax break besides. 

For myself, I could continue my numismatic research 
without having to waste time selling coins, and perhaps 
get my magazine out 6 times a year instead of four. 


It is difficult to say exactly what I paid forthe 
collection, but it would be right around $50,000. Of 
course this was over a period of years, and I got some 
very good buys along the way. I am also very conservative 
when it comes to buying; any of the paper money dealers 
can tell you that, though they'd probably use a different 
term. I missed some good notes simply because I felt the 
price was too high. I also missed a łot of good buys 
simply because I didn't have the time or money to bid on 
them. Still, I've managed to assemble a large and meaningful 
eollection of"Missouri money". 

I had considered selling the collection to the State 
Historical Society in Columbia, but if they agreed to buy 
it, they'd probably take a lot of time coming up with the 
money. What do you think the chances are of you 
arranging a sale to the Missouri Historical Society in 
at. Iouis n? You would then be able to study the obsolete 
notes, without having to buy the whole collection, and 
others could study the other parts. Though I've belonged 
to the: state society for several years and have made some 
donations of materials to them, 1 don't know much about th 
St. lotis society.

These 
certificates are a very important source of 
info for they provide a continuous record of 
every bank organized in the state from 1866 
till 1897 when the Report of the Bank Commissioner 
began (actually first report didn't come out till 
1899 -- #4 above). Before 1866, information is 
very sketchy. Reports were only kept on banks 
of issue, and only 9 were authorized after 1857. 
During the Civil War, the reports were suspended. 
From 1837-1857 the Bank of State of MO was only 
authorized bank of issue, and the only one on 
which repotts were made.(every other year). 
For the period before 1866, the most reliable 
source of info on non-issuing banks is Banker's 
Magazine (NY). I have gone thru this, page by 
page, from.1834 thru 1901, extracting info and 
xeroxing important items. This material will be 
found in my banking files.

The enclosed guidelines were constructed by Wendell Wolka 
a few years ago but they still remain the guidelines we should 
follow today. As far as the Wismer project is concerned, 
nothing changes with time. The society has to be liberal in 
our interpretation of these guidelines because we don't want 
to discourage an author who has a certain method in mind that 
is outside our guidelines. If you have any questions concerning 
any of the guidelines, please let me know. 


I found a copy of your letter of 8/9/85 with certain 
questions concerning this project. I'm sorry I did not give you 
a reply at the time. I had a large volume of correspondence to 
contend with concerning the whole project with all the authors 
and I'm afraid that I neglected to answer your letter and then 
it was misplaced. I will answer it now. 


Numbering and a rarity scales are definitely necessary to 
correspond with all the other Wismer books. As far as abbreviat- 
ions are concerned, I feel that you should use your own judgement 
but the same abbreviation should be used consistently throught the 
book. As far as pictures for each issuer are concerned, I feel that 
as many different pictures as necessary to fully illustrate all the 
different vignettes should be used.

NUMBERING SYSTEM 


There have been three numbering systems employed so far 


1. Number by cíty. This means starting over with "-1" everytime 
a new city is started. For any given city, all notes are 
numbered consecutively from -1 even though there are 
multíple issuers. This has been the commonest method 
employed in past books. 


2. Number consecutively for the entire state. Employed in 
the New Jersey book, this is the simplest method. The 
first note listed for the entire state is called "-1" 
and all of the following notes regardless of city or 
issuer are consecutively numbered to the end of the 
book 


3. Number by issuer. This was used in the Indiana book which 
will be published later this year. With this method each 
issuer is given an identification number and the individual 
notes for each issuer start with -1. This is a little 
more complex although more flexible to work with. If you'd 
like more info, just let me know.

While other numbering systems might be workable, they should be 
completely numeric and not cumbersome to work with. In other 

words, don't back yourself into something like "SAV100-26.987-ac-110.67"! 
If you have another numbersystem in mind, let me know so we can 

work something out. 


LISTING DATES 


When listing dates, list only the ENGRAVED portions. Listing specific 
handwritten dates gives a distorted picture of what people can expect 
to find. Some suggestions: 


Completely engraved dates: "July Ist, 1857" engraved 
"Jany.2, 1864" printed -show exactly what's there 


Partially engraved dates: "18 engraved, rest to be filled in (ca. 1856-62)" 
If you do not put in a history paragraph and wish to indicate a 
spread of dates this approach may work for you. 


Handwritten dates: "Date completely written in (ca. 1862)" Same comments as 
for partially engraved dates. 


NOTE DESCRIPTIONS 


(L), (C), and (R) seem to work out ok. Give enough of a description 
to allow unpictured notes to be positively identified. If you can 
identify portraits do so and stay away from "man", "woman" etc. By 

the same token, if you aren't sure, DON'T GUESS! 


PLATE LETTERS 


Most people include these although it is not absolutely essential 


ENGRAVER'S IMPRINT 


These should show exactly what is found on the note. If you want to 
abbreviate the imprint (R. W. H. & E. N.Y. & Cinn. for Rawdon, Wright, 
Hatch & Edson New York & Cincinnati) go ahead as long as you have a 
cross reference somewhere in the book between the abbreviation and the 
spelled out equivalent. On both dates and imprints, if you have 

more than one note with the same date and imprint, you may wish to list 
them only once for all of the notes (ex. a 91, $2, $5, and $10 on the 
same bank with the same date and imprint) at the end of the listing. 

Be consistent once you start one way or the other though. 


OTHER THAN GENUINE NOTATION 


Counterfeit, altered, raised, spurious, and fantasy notes should be 
listed along with genuine notes in the main catalog section. There 

should be a notation as to exactly what type of "bad" note the one 

in question is.

RARITY NUMBERS 


An R-1 through R-7 system should be utilized to maintain continuity 
with past books in the series. 


WHAT TO INCLUDE 


You should include: 
Bank Notes - to 1900 
Scrip - to 1900 


You may include if you wish: 
Sutler issues for use by state military organizations 
College notes 
Commission Scrip (Tiffany Bro's) of the 1870's and 1880's 


You should NOT include: 
National Bank Notes 
Confederate issues 
Advertising notes which had no redeemable value 
Checks 
Stocks and bonds 
Drafts (EXCEPT WESTERN STATES) 
Warrants (EXCEPT WESTERN STATES) 
1893-1907-1933 Depression Scrip (EXCEPT WESTERN STATES) 


Note that fractional notes issued by individuals against their accounts 
at various banks during the Civil War should be listed as issues of the 
individual and not of the bank. 


Notes actually observed as well as those reported in contemporary 
sources should be listed. It is important for completeness' sake 
that private collections, contemporary documents, state museums, and 
national collections such as Western Reserve, Boys Town, and the 
Smithsonian all be checked. If you need a set of eyes and ears at 


some of the more distant museums, let me know. We'll get someone to 
check them out for you if necessary. 


I guess that just about covers the basics. If you have any doubts or questions 
let me know. The main thing to keep in mind is CONSISTENCY.

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WISMER ROUND TABLE DISCUSSION, MEMPHIS TENN. 


If I had to sum up the events that took place at this first round 
table discussion, I would have to say that it was a complete success. 
It was better than I had hoped for. I'11 try and briefly recap some 
of the items that were discussed. Everyone present, especially the 
current authors of record, gained new insights and much appreciated 
information at the meeting. 22 past and current authors were in 
attendance. Some of the highlights of the items discussed were as 
follows: 


The first item we discussed was methods of gathering and storing 
information. No one seemed to have any problems with this phase of 
the project so we did not spend too much time on this subject. 


The second item on the agenda was when to stop collecting and when 

to start writing. It seems that some authors are under the impression 
that they never seem to have a complete inventory of either notes or 
information. The consensus was to do one bank or merchant at a time. 
Complete that part of the project and store it untill a later time 
when all of the individual banks and merchants would be put together 
in order. If new notes emerge, they could be added to your files. 


The third item was when to start writing and when to stop writing 

was also brought into the discussion. Item two kind of dictated 

this phase of the project. When a complete history of a bank is 
researched, it could immediately be recorded on paper and stored for 
its future use. Notes could be recorded at anytime with new addition 
inserted in their proper places. More discussion was held concerning 
when to consider the project complete because, actually, it never is. 
A time has to be picked and that is the breakoff point. It this is not 
done, the project will never be completed. 


Numbering the notes probably generated the most discussion. Several 
options were discussed with no definite conclusion reached. James 
Haxby attended the meeting to offer any assistance he could. For 

those who are not familiar with him, he is the author of the Obsolete 
Bank Note book which is just being released by Krause Publications. 
The feasibility of incorporating the numbering system used in this 
book was discussed. It is expected to be used by dealers therefore 

the question was whether S P M C authors wanted to use it in their 
books. You have to realize that this numbering system does not include 
merchants scrip. That could be a problem. No definite conclusions were 
reached concerning this part of the project but much insight was gained. 


Jim Haxby volunteered some helpful information for research as 


follows: Authors should make use of the Bankers Magazine which began 
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in 1846. Another good source of information is the congressional 
records of 1832 and treasurers reports. Another source is other 
types of collectors periodicals. These sources in addition to 

the sources in each state would help to give the needed backgroud 
to make the banking history more complete. 


Several authors who could not attend contacted me expressing their 
views on different phases of the project, notably George Wait. I 

did not receive his letter untill after I returned home from Memphis. 
He brought to my attention something that we will probably discuss 
next year. Yes, I plan to have a second Wismer Rount Table discussion 
at Memphis in 1989. It seems that George and quite a few other people 
feel that the project should be renamed. Some people find that Wismer 
receives too much credit for his writings. George suggests that the 
project be called the Obsolete American Paper Money Project. 


I would like to thank all who participated in this discussion either 
in person or through the mail. I feel we all gained additional insight 
on ۵ rto bring this project to a satisfactory conclusion.

That microfilm has been made from a bound vol- 
ume and the desired article is next to the stitched margin. Some precision 
is lost on the first few letters of each line, not enough to lose the sense 
of the information presented, but it will appear in this manner also on the 
copy. I noted that the Intelligencer was reprinting the story from the 
"Jeffersonian". I took the liberty of locating the story in the Jefferson 
City Jeffersonian Republican, December 21, 1833, page 2, col. 1-2. In that 
paper the story is in larger type and is located on an outer margin. The 
page format is larger, however, and a larger copy sheet would be necessary 
to reproduce it. The cost would be $1.00 plus 37¢ postage.

parative healthfulness of many situations, and the vicinity 
of navigable rivers and other local advantages, make 
amends for the want of exuberant fertility in the soil. 
The same remark is applicable to the country south of 
the Arkansa, where are extensive tracts of hilly and rocky 
soils, which seem admirably adapted to the culture of the 
vine and the olive. In every part of the Ozark moun- 
tains, there are vallies, and small portions of land within 
the hills, having a deep and fertile soil, covered with 
heavy forests of oak, ash, hickory, and in some places 
with the sugar maple, and abounding in excellent water. 
The labour of a few years will be sufficient to convert 
these tracts into productive farms, but the inconvenience 
resulting from the difficulty of communication and access 
to the different [138] parts of the country, will for a long 
time retard their settlement. 

In several parts of the Arkansa territory we were shewn 
dollars, which were believed to have been coined in some 
of the upper settlements of White river; and it has been 
currently reported, that mines of silver exist, and are 
wrought there. It appears, however, upon examination, 
that much spurious coin is here in circulation; and it is 
probable that the White river country owes its present 
reputation for mineral wealth to the successful labours of 
some manufacturer of imitation dollars. Since the time 


~ of De Soto, it has been confidently asserted by many who 
have written concerning Louisiana, that mines of gold 


and silver exist in that part of the country of which we are 
speaking. In an old map, by Du Pratz, a gold mine is 
placed somewhere near the confluence of the Illinois and 
the Arkansa; a silver mine on the Merameg, and he says, 
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“I myself saw a rivulet whose waters rolled down gold 
dust.” We are informed by Schoolcraft, that granite 


` exists about the sources of the St. Francis, which are near 


those of White river.” Of the extent and character of 
this formation of granite, we have not yet been able to 
form any very definite ideas; it is, however, by no means 
improbable, that to its plates of yellow and white mica, 
we are to look for the origin of the fabulous accounts of 
the precious metals in those regions. Like the country 
of the gilded king, the El Dorado of South America, it 
is probable the gold and silver mines of the Arkansa 
territory will recede, before the progress of examination, 
first into the wildest and most inaccessible parts, and at 
length disappear entirely. We by no means intend to 
assert, that the region in question will not prove of im- 
mense importance, on account of its mineral treasures; 
valuable mines of lead and iron are certainly frequent in 
many parts of it. And we can assign no reason why silver 
[139] and other metals should not be found in the argillite 
with quartzy veins, and in the other rocks of the transition.

fanatic zeal, they lingered out their miserable lives in 
famine and wretchedness, and have now nearly all per- 
ished or disappeared. Two days after my arrival in the 
territory, one of them was found dead in the road which 
leads from the Mississippi to Arkansas. If I am correctly 
informed, there now exists of them only one man, three 
women, and two children. Two other children were 
taken from them in compassion for their miserable situ- 
ation, and the man was but the other day seized by a 
boat's crew descending the river, and forcibly shaved, 
washed, and dressed. 

Down to the year 1811, there existed on the banks of 
the Mississippi, a very formidable gang of swindling rob- 
bers, usually stationed in two parties at the mouth of the 
Arkansa, and at Stack island. They were about 80 in 
number, and under the direction of two captains. 
Amongst other predatory means of obtaining property, 
was that of purchasing produce from boats descending 
the river, with counterfeit money. Clary and his gang of 
the Arkansa, had, some time in the autumn of 1811, pur- 
chased in this way some property from a descending flat 
boat. The owner, however, before leaving the shore, dis- 
covered the fraud, and demanded restitution, but was 
denied with insolence; and they proceeded, at length, so far 
as to fire upon his boat. These circumstances being re- 
lated to the companies of several other flats who very 
opportunely came up at this time, and 12 of them being 
now collected, they made up a party to [228] apprehend 
this nest of pirates. It was nearly night when they landed, 
and were instantly fired upon by the robbers. They at 
last arrived at the house which they occupied, broke it open, 
and secured Clary and two others who had attempted to 
hide themselves. A court martial was held over them, 
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which sentenced Clary to receive a number of lashes from 
the crew of each boat, and the two other delinquents were 
condemned to confinement, and to work the boat in the 
place of two of the boatmen who were wounded. These 
men, on arriving at Natchez, were committed to prison, but 
no one appearing against them, they were of course acquit- 
ted. Clary confessed, that he and his crew had, within the 
week previous to his apprehension, bought and transmitted _ 
up the Arkansa, with counterfeit money, 1800 dollars worth | 
of produce.

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too late to do the traders much good, since Santa Fe was seized by American 
troops within two years. ^ 

The significance of the Santa Fe trade in the history of Missouri did not 
lie wholly in the immediate economic value of the imports and exports, which 
was of enormous importance to the pioneer state, but also in the consequences 
which flowed from the character of the commodities imported, particularly 
mules and specie. The livestock brought into Missouri was almost of as much 
value as the furs and of much greater import. Since the first mules and the first 
jack stock in Missouri arrived by way of the Santa Fe trail, the Santa Fe trade is 
said to have laid the basis for the mule-raising industry in Missouri. Mules were 
cheap in Mexico, and traders had quickly found that they were a profitable item 
to bring into Missouri. Four hundred jacks, jennets, and mules were moved over 
the trail in 1823; in 1827, eight hundred; and in 1832, thirteen hundred mules, 
thirty-five jennets, and seventeen jacks were brought into the state." These 
animals served admirably in the western trade to carry packs or to haul the 
heavy wagons. More important, mules answered the need for draft animals on 
the growing number of Missouri farms and on the expanding cotton plantations 
in the South. As farmers in Missouri and the other Mississippi Valley states 
gained experience in handling and working mules, the demand for the animals 
could not be filled. Consequently, mules worth twenty or thirty dollars a head 
in the early days of the trade steadily advanced in price even though large num- 
bers were being imported every year.’ 

The pre-eminence which Missouri later attained as a mule-breeding state 
was due in large part to the early experience Missouri farmers gained in han- 
dling jacks and jennets. The Mexican mule was a much smaller animal than 
that with which later generations of Missourians were to become familiar. Mis- 
sourians bred the Mexican jacks to fine mares, which settlers from Kentucky and 
Tennessee had brought with them, to produce larger mules. About 1850, when 
mule-breeding became a fixed industry, jacks of European stock were brought 
into the state, chiefly from Kentucky, and bred to mares imported from Ohio to 
get the “Missouri mule” with its great power and fine qualities. Nevertheless, 
these jacks could not have supplied the demand, wrote John Ashton in his 
History of Jack Stock and Mules, “had it not been for the small native jennets 
of Mexican origin to which these imported jacks were bred in the beginning.”*™ 

Of more importance than either furs or livestock was the specie brought 
into the state from Mexico. Storrs estimated in his letter to Benton that the re- 
turns from the trade in 1824 amounted to at least $180,000, chiefly Spanish 
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dollars and bullion. Secretary of War John H. Eaton reported in 1829 that at 
least $200,000 in specie was imported. No official statistics were kept, but it is 
estimated that the value of silver coins and bullion carried over the trail an- 
nually averaged $100,000 during the first twenty years of the trade. ^? 

This supply of specie was an important factor in shaping the banking and 
currency policies of the state. Missouri, as noted above, had so little specie in 
1821 that Loan Office certificates were meant to function temporarily as a 
medium of exchange. Soon after the Santa Fe trade opened, the circulation of 
Mexican coins eased the situation. By 1828 most of the coins in Missouri were 
of Mexican origin, though the Mexican dollar was not legal tender in the 
United States until 1834. Moreover, specie from Mexico strengthened opposi- 
tion to banks of circulation with their "miserable paper," and enhanced the 
popularity of "Old Bullion" Benton's predilection for hard money. From 1822 
to 1837, Missouri was without a bank of issue, except for a branch of the Bank 
of the United States in St. Louis from 1829 to 1833, and the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Agency in 1836-1837. When a state bank was finally chartered, one of 
the purposes was to drive the Cincinnati concern and the “wild-cat” notes of 
surrounding states out of Missouri and thereby encourage specie circulation. 
Missourians took pride in pointing out that their bank was required to be able 
to redeem all of its notes in one day, or close its doors. 

From a national viewpoint the Santa Fe trade was not without signifi- 
cance. Although it was not particularly important in the total economy of the 
United States, the trade played a part in the advance of Americans westward. 
The start of regular commercial intercourse with Santa Fe stimulated the 
search for furs in the Southwest, where no large concerns were allowed to 
operate, by independent trappers and traders. The caravans served as the means 
by which these small units with little capital got their furs to market and re- 
ceived the supplies they needed. Many a mule-skinner on the trail jumped the 
caravans to hunt and trap for a season or two in the unexplored valleys and 
streams, selling his furs to the Santa Fe traders or loading his packs on mules to 
accompany the caravans back to Missouri. Three Missourians—Ceran St. Vrain, 
Charles Bent, and William Bent—thought the fur resources sufficiently large 
enough to warrant the construction of an adobe fortress on the upper Arkansas. 
Bent’s Fort, built in 1828, became the center of the fur trade in the Colorado 
country and an outpost of American expansion into the Southwest." 

Americans who went to the Mexican provinces began the destruction of 
the “Great American Desert” myth which had grown from the reports of Pike 
and Long. Traders showed emigrants that the plains could be crossed safely in 
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£ furs, chiefly beaver but also some buffalo. The beaver pelts had been 
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red in the southern Rockies by independent trappers - American end 
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"prench," for the most part - who worked out of Santa Fe and Taos. The 

santa Fe traders made certain that the merchandise they took to New Mexico 
included the outfitting supplies and other goods that these trappers would 
want, in exchange for their fura." Of somewhat less monetary value than 

the furs, during the: arie years of the trade, but of greater importance 

were the mules and jackasses brought to Missouri by way of the Santa Fe 
Trail. The mules served well as ری‎ NE draft animals for the Santa Fe 
traders themselves and for other travelers on the plains, and as work animals 
on farms in Missouri and in other Mississippi Valley states. Also, the 

jack stock (and, to a lesser degree, the jennets) served as the original 
basis for the Missouri mule-breeding industry.’ But more important than 
either the furs or the livestock, in monetary value and proportion of the 
returns and in consequence to the economy of Missouri, was the specie 


brought back by the traders. As early as 1828, most of the coins in circu- 


lation in Missouri, particularly in the western part of the state, were 


Mexican in origin. By providing a much-needed hard medium of exchange, 


Mexican dollars were of incalculable importance in protecting Missouri from 
the paper currency of "wildcat" banks and thereby helping to stabilize the 
economy of the state. 

On May 2, 1828, the Missouri Intelligencer of Fayette, about twelve 


miles north of Franklin, described the preparations of the Santa Fe traders: 
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
